Leona Paerher^ stenographers 
in this office since January of this year, will tender 
their resignations to tafce effect at the close of

annual leave due them and will leave the-service on 
the 11th of this month. 0!he originals of their resig¬ 
nations will he forwarded to you in due time. 

It is absolutely necessary and imperative that 
the places made vacant by these resignations be filled 
at once. As I have written you before we are dom to 
pre-war basis and below the minimqm in the number of 
stenographers and it is absolutely a physical impossibility 
to conduct the affairs of this office with less than five 
stenographers. 

In connection with iihe persoamel and salaries of 
the clerical force of this officeij I desire to call your 
attention to my recommendation of 3Jov. 9, 1920 concerning 
the salaries of Chief Clerh Miss Dorothy Donnelly of this 
office and other stenographers (copy of my letter of llov.9, 

1920 attached). 

It is earnestly aajd urgently recommended that the 
compensations of Mrs. Mary M. Cooney, Mss Virginia Donnelly 
and John E. Brennan be increased from ^)l200 to §1400 a year 
and the congressional bonus. 

If not otherwise instjcucted I will employ two stenographers 
(to fill the places made vacant by Louise and Leona Paerber) 
at a compensation of at least §100. a month - it might be that 






it •syill be necessary to pay them at tbe rate of 
$1400 a year because we oarmot do the worlc bere witb 
beginners as the five stenographers will have to be 
thorou^y competent^' capable and efficient* 

T7e have done ever^hing in our power to reduce 
the e:^enses and have strained ourselves in reducing 
the clerical force to below the minimum with the hope 
that my redomnendations for increases would be granted 
to these veiy capable'^' competent and efficient steno- 
graphers'i and we feel a little disappointed, as the 
remaining stenographers have doubled their efforts and 
produced worlc that nearly twice their number had been 
doing, {llhey have been worMng and will woife however 
with fine spirit. 

Attached herewith also is a brief outline of 
the recommendations I have made as to the clerical 
force of this (Qhicago officejdistrict. 

I would certainly appreciate it very much if you 
will put each and every one of these recommendations throng 
for these honest#' loyal and efficient employes. 

If you intend to do this I do not hnow of a more 
opportune time than this and to mafce it retroactive 
from Deceniber 1, 1920.

Dear Sir: 

I am of thie opinion tliat it -would "be a very good 
idea to have a meeting here In CJhicago of all the 
fecial Agents in Oaarge ^?^his Division #5 at a 
very early date. I fenoWvhat they can learn quite 
a lot "by inspecting the Chicago office and meeting 
directly each other and discussing -with me all together 
the rules and regulations of the Bureau. 

On account of my "being tied up on two or three 
very important matters here in Chicago for the past 
three v/eefes I have not "been able to visit St. Paul 
and Grand Rapids. lEhe cost of course is practically 
the same if I ^ould visit the district offices or 
the agents come here to Chicago. In this Division 
the only trips that will cost anything worth mention¬ 
ing are from St. Louis (which is an eight hottr run) 
and from St. Paul (which is a twelve hour run). 

If this meets with your approval authority is 
requested for me to ocmmunicate with the agents in charge 
of the districts in this division instructing them to 
appear at the office here at 10 o’clooh on the morning 
of 0?uesday irov.(^0th,1920.

For the good of the service in the way of a 
suggestion I think: it wauld he well to advise the employes 
of this bureau throughout the counti^ that they are not to, 
under any circumstances, unless directed or requested hy 
the Chief of the bureau or the Attorney General’s office, 
to v/orh on any Postoffice case. Internal Revenue, or any 
other alleged violation of the Pedenal Laws, where there is 
existing a bureau or investigative force for that puaroose. 

I know that such instructions were issued many 
years ago, but I am certain that there are at present many 
Agents of the bureau who are not aware that we are not to^ 
v/orlc on investigations where Congress has delegated certain 
investigative forces. 

Phis office has been in receipt of several requests, 

I might say recently, where the matters could be more appropriately 
and should have been directly referred to the Chief Postoffice 
Inspector, they being Tiolations of the Postoffioe laws.
